John Franklin Becomes a Fugitive 
and is Hunted Down.

At another stable the man changed 
horses. 

Riding on, he was obstructed by 
barb-wire fence. He then dismount 
and resumed his flight afoot. Soon after 
this shots were fired at him by the 
members of the pursuing party, and he 
was hit in the knee. He was captured 
and taken to a farmhoue, where his 
leg was amputated. The unfortunate 
man died last night. His name was 
John Franklin and his home was at 
Fort Discovery. O. He had been with 
his wife at St. Louis. His wife was 
taken sick at Bloomington and they 
turned back and were returning home 
when he fell from the steps of the 
train here.

The 
car should have holes through which 
the men could command a view of the 
Outside: One point in particular they 
should keep in view, and that ts the 
space between the engine and express 
car. This point should be watched for 
a number of reasons; first, because rob- 
bers could uncouple the express car 
from the rest of the train and pull it 
several miles down the track and with 
dynamite blow everything up.

ond and main reason is, that the rob- 


bers would be aware of the guards’

STEEL MANUFACTURERS. 


of Tin Men. .

NEW YORK, April 3.—There was a 
continuation today of the conference of 
steel manufacturers of the United 
States at the Hotel Waldorf.

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, in presenting the 
conference report, made a very tem- 
perate speech, in the course of which 
he .expressed the greatest confidence 
that the, President, although the reso- 
lutions, being concurrent, had no bind- 
ing effect on the Executive, would not 
“be so recreant to his duty as to dis- 
regard the expressed wish of Con- 
gress.” He, in fact, refused to enter- 
tain the suggestion that Mr. Cleveland 
might not recognize the belligerency of 
the Cubans as a result of the adoption 
of the resolutions. | 

In this connection, Mr. Patterson of

war openly; they could buy supplies of 


every kind. Men could go openly, if 
not in armed expeditions, to join them. 
The could negotiate loans—negotiate 
them as openly as the Spaniards do now. 
The Spanish government buys muni- 
tions of war at Hartford and at Phila- 
delphia; buys supplies, loads ships; in 
fact, the United States is today the 
base of operations in a furious war to 
crush those who are struggling for lib- 
erty, and our government has been 
busied for a year in obeying the intima- 
tions of the Spanish Minister. 


Is this fairness? Is this justice? Is 


this observing neutrality in this strug- 
gle? Either in spirit or in fact are we 
not efficient oppressors of the Cubans? 
Such has not been the policy of our 
government in earlier days. In 1815 the 
Spanish Minister, De Onis, when the 
colonists in South America were strug- 
gling just as the Cubans are now, de- 
manded that our ports should be closed 
to the revolutionists under the flags of 
Buenos Ayres, Carthagena and the 
Mexican Congress, and other places 
which have, he says, ‘revolted against 
the authority of the King, my master.“ 
He denounced them as pirates and ban- 
dits, and demanded that they should be 
so treated. President Madison disre- 


garded his haughty demands and ree 


ognized the belligerency of the strug- 
gling colonists. \ a. 

“The success of the Cubans fs now 
probable. For a year they have baffled 
the armies of Spain. In a recent state- 
ment by the Spanish Minister, ad- 
dressed to the people of the United 
States, he said that Spain had sent 
125,000 men to Cuba. With this great 
army more than forty war vessels have 
been coöperating to shut the Cubans in 
and subdue them. Far from being sub- 
dued, they have fought on successfully 
for a year, each month and each week 
pressing forward, bringing province 
after province under their power until 
their authority has extended over six 
hundred miles from the eastern to the 
western end of the island and the Span- 
ish forces are today largely penned in 
the cities. * 

“It is sometimes objected that we 
ought not to encourage the Cubans to 
separate gavernment, as they would 
simply enter upon anarchy and succes- 
sive revolutions as so often has hap- 
pened with other Spanish-American 
colonies. But, in fact, Cuba differs 
from all the others, except Chile, in 
that two-thirds of its population are of 
European origin. Chile and Cuba are 
the only two spots in Spanish-America

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


Ed Polen Kills His Wife and His 


Mother-in-law.

‘CLINTON G.,) April 3. — At 4:30 
o'clock this afternoon this city was 
thrown into the wildest confusion by a 
double murder and attempted suicide. 
Ed Polen, formerly employed at the 
shops of the Illinois Central Raflroad,

an east-bound freight train. Jealousy 
is given as his reason for committing

Polen left here a short time ago for 
Creston, Iowa, and had just returned 
with the intention of getting his wife to 


return there. Today he went to his 


mother-in-law’s to talk the matter over 
with his wife, Family quarrels were 
frequent, and this interview resulted in 
a quarrel, Mrs. McMullen interfering, 
Polen, in his rage, grabbed a double- 
barreled shotgun, when both wimen 
fled and got into a neighbor’s yard. 
Polen emptied one barrel of the gun at 


his wife, striking her just behind the 


right ear, killing her instantly. As 
Mrs. Polen fell forward on her face, 
Mrs. McMullen looked around just in 
time to receive the full charge cf the 
second barrel in her face. Both women 
were found lying where they fell. 
Polen coolly walked: a few steps, 
stopped, reloaded his gun, and ran east 
to the railroad. A freight train was 
pulling in. ‘The officers and citizens 
were so close behind him that he 
dropped his gun and threw himself 


in front of the engine. The pilot struck 


him on the head, inflicting injuries 
which are pronounced fatal. He was 
then lodged in jail.

SHOT AND CAUGHT. 


One of a Big Letter-box Robbing 
Gang Captured. | 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Charles John- 
son, alleged to be one of the letter-box 
robbers who operated in most large 
cities of the United States, is a pris- 
oner here with a bullet wound in his 
wrist. Last night officers discovered 
three men trying to force an entrance 
to a house on East Eighty-fourth street. 
The men ran. The policemen fired at 
the fugitives, one of whom was hit. 
This man and one of his companions 
were caught, and the third escaped. 
The wounded man was identified as 
Johnson, against whom are pending nu- 


Johnson is 42 years old, and 
served several terms of imprisonment 
for highway robbery and swindling. In 
1894 he joined Billy Hamilton, Charles 
Fisher and Steve Boyd in an expedi- 
tion to England, purposing a wholesale 
swindle of banks there. The plan had 
been formed by Fisher and Hamilton, 
but they failed in one of the first ven- 
tures. Hamilton presented a forged or- 
der for a checkbook for Adams, Gil- 
fillan & Co., at the Bank of Scotland, in 
London. A clerk of that firm happened 
to be in the bank at the time, and Ham- 
ilton was arrested and sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment. As Ham- 
ilton was the “scratcher,” or penman, 
his loss broke up the combine, and the 
others returned to America. 

Hamilton was pardoned very soon as 
consumptive, and got back to New York 
in 1894, in time to join the mail-box rob-

outrages committed by the Spanish 
troops. Sefior del Valle is a man of cul- 
ture and intelligence, and has no lean- 
ing toward the insurgents. He says: 

The Spanish troops are killing inno- 
dent people right and left. The people 
| avana have no idea what atrocities 
are being committed. The troops pil- 
lage stores, residences and estates and 
unarmed men. They are more to. be 
feared than the insurgents. There is 
no safety for life or property outside of 
the cities and large towns. While 
Vicuna’s column was at Jovellanos, 
three weeks ago, they met three men 
on the outskirts coming toward the 
town on the main highway. The men 
were unarmed. They were halted and 
asked for their papers. They had none 
and were immediately shot. * 


„Ten days ago a detachment of 


mounted guerrillas under Lieut. Paula, 
while near Jovellanos, came upon two 
laborers at work in a field. The labor- 
ers shouted ‘Viva Spain,’ as the troops 
approached, but the latter fired a vol- 
ley, missing the laborers, who threw 
themselves on the ground, This instance 
came under my personal observation 
while I was alcalde or Mayor of the 
town of-Jovellanos.” “??? 
MORE BLOODY TALES. ~ . 
NEW ORLEANS (La.,) April 3:—The 
Picayune’s special, Havana letter, dated 
March 27, gives this summary of events 
personally investigated by the writer, 
which is declared to be accurate in 
every respect: | 
“In Bainoo Dr. Vidal Sololongo made 
an operation on a poor old man, and 
when he was convalescent he was one 
night arrested and taken to the armory 
of the Guardia Civil, where they lashed 
him all over the body.

McLachlan, have no uncertain mean- 
ing. They are straightforward, vigor- 
ous and right to the point. They voice 
the sentiments of the people. however 
distasteful those sentiments may be to 
railroad organs, hirelings and stipen- 
diaries. 
Better no appropriation for either 
harbor than that the government 
should recognize Mr. Huntington’s pri- 
vate “harbor” and enter upon the stu- 
pendous and expensive task of con- 
verting an area of open sea into a 
deep-water harbor capable of accommo- 
dating ocean commerce. For Congress, 
under the circumstances, to make the 
proposed appropriation of nearly $3,- 
000,000 for Santa Monica would be lit- 
tle, if any, short of a legislative crime. 
If such an appropriation were made, 
and expended at Santa Monica, it would 
serve to tighten the grip which the 
Southern Pacific monopoly already has 
upon the people.

3000 years Ananias has been 


The Situation as Seen by Our 
Washington Correspondent. 


McKinley the Only Candidate 


Who Has Real Strength. 


Quay’s Recent Outgiving Dissected. 
No Parallel with 1876—The Bosses’ 
Schemes not Panning Out 
Satisfactorily—Notes. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(Special 
Correspondence.) During the past two 
months I have once a week given the 
figures of the different States on the 
Presidential race, The conventions 
held since my last letter serve but to 
strengthen McKinley. Pennsylvania is 
for Quay, New York for Morton, so far 
as State delegations go, but McKinley 
has district delegates in each. Massa- 
chusetts is for Reed, with a possible 
defection of two or three delegates to 
McKinley. Manderson and Davis are 
out of the race, Cullom practically so, 
and the field has cleared sufficiently to 
warrant the belief that the nomination. 
will be made on the first ballot. — 

The most significant utterance is that 
of J. H. Manley of Maine, Reed’s right- 
hand man. The Times has already 
printed his letter, but it could profitably 
be left standing as an outline of the 
tactics that will be employed, which are 
entirely in line with those up-to-date. 

I therefore repeat the letter as it has 
a most important bearing upon the sit- 


‘uation, and its significance is lost to a 


cursory reader: 

Mr. Manley’s telegram was as follows: 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) March 27, 1896. 

Hon. W. Murray Crane, Republican 
State Convention, Boston, Mass.: In 
answer to your inquiry, this is the sit- 
uation as dt will stand at the end of this 
week: At the close of your convention 
today there will have been 398 delegates 
efected. Gov. McKinley will have 162 
delegates, provided you assign to him 
the entire delegation from Wisconsin, 
Indiana and Minnesota. But there 
should be ‘taken from this number 
twelve delegates from these States, who 
have declared, since their election, in 
favor of Mr. Reed, and as they were 
not instructéd, they should be taken 
from the McKinley column and placed 
in Mr. Reed’s. This gives Gov. McKin- 
ley 150 delegates; Mr. Reed, 72; Gov. 
Morton, 64; Senator Allison, 38; Senator 
Quay, 26; Senator Cullom, 12; contested, | 
36. You will see that this gives Mr. Mc- 
Kinley 150 delegates, against 210 anti- 
McKinley delegates. 

The situation is precisely as it was 
twenty years ago. You will remember 
that three months before the conven- 
tion met at Cincinnati we were confi- 
dent of Mr. Blaihe’s nomination. He 
stood then as the 3 of protectlon, 
but he had opposed to his nomination 

Conkling of New Tork. Sena tor 
Morton of Indiana, Secretary Bristow 
of Kentucky, Gov. Hayes of Ohio, and 
Gov. Hartranft of Pennsylvania. We 
felt so sure of Mr. Blaine’s nomination 
that we regarded it as settled, and yet 
he was defeated in the convention, and 
the Maine man went down before the 
Ohio Governor. 

History will repeat itself at St. Louis. 
Gov. McKinley is and will be the lead- 
ing candidate in the convention, but he 
will have opposed to him as candidates 
Gov. Morton of New York, Senator Al- 
lison of Iowa, Senator Cullom of Illi- 
nois, Senator Quay of Pennsylvania, 
and Mr. Reed of Maine. You will find 
that the tables will be turned, and the 
Ohio Governor will go down before the 
man from Maine. J. H. MANLEY. 

This is an excellent epitome of the 
situation, except that McKinley is not 
given his full quota of delegates. It is 
the scheme of retaliation that Maine 
intends to carry out for the defeat of 
Blaine in 1876 at Cincinnati that is of 
great national interest. As will be re- 
membered, it was as Mr, Manley 
states. Blaine had swept almost 
the entire country before him in spite 
of the efforts of his opponents to cripple 
him by having as many favorite sons 
as possible in the fleld. But there was 
a strong reason in favor of each of 
these, except perhaps Gov. Hayes; who 
received the nomination because he 
had opposed no one. Senator Conkling 
was, next to Blaine, the leader of the 
Republican party in the United States, 
and he had contributed his wonderful 
eloquence and ability to every State in 
the Union during.the campaign. Has 
Gov. Morton? Pennsylvania presented 


‘Gov. Hartranft. He was a leader in the 


G. A. R., and at that moment was a 
popular idol on account of his prompt, 
energetic action in the Pittsburgh riots 
of that year. His name was then a 
household word throughout the Union.

Benjamin H. Bristow of Ken- 
tucky had just completed a most sig- 
nal service for the nation and the party 
by breaking up the whisky ring that 
would have almost impoverished the 
country and so stigmatized the party 
under whose administration it existed 
that it could never have recovered if 
it had continued.

It 
would be remarkable if McKinley did 
not lead such a field by a safer ma- 
jority than Blaine led, in 1876. 

But it is another feature of Mr. Man- 
ley’s comparison that is most inter- 
esting. He says that Maine intends to 
turn the tables on Ohio, which brings 
up the question as to how Ohio suc- 
ceeded in defeating Maine’s candidate 
then. 


As has been stated, all of the men“

It being impossible to 
proceed with business, the convention 
was compelled to break up in disorder 
and confusion. Then the conspirators 
hastened to the telegraph office and 
succeeded in getting a false. report 
circulated throughout the country that 
Blaine was sunstruck at his home, 
and was dying. 

Rather than nominate a dead man, 
the delegates went to Hayes as being 
the only man upon whom they could 
unite. Now, we have Mr. Manley’s 
word that Maine is going to retaliate 
and rob McKinley of his victory as

There 
will be no putting out of lights, send- 
oe) of false telegrams or delusion of 
delegates into believing their candidate 
to be dying. , 

It might be well as a safeguard; in 
view of Mr. Manley’s declaration of 
policy, to have him placed under bonds 
to keep the péace as soon as he arrives 
at St. Louis; but even this precaution 
is probably not necessary, as the great 
apostle of protection will be carefully 
looked after, and no attempt to waylay 
or rob him can be successful.

An effort 
has been made to separate them on the 
coinage question, but all stand alike 
there. Neither one of them, including 
Maj. McKinley has ever been very rad- 
ical upon that issue, and all practically 
agree as to what the platform should 
declare. The issue is protection, of 
which McKinley is the greatest living 
exponent, and with which his name is 
inseparably connected. They all be- 
lieve in it, but none have ever done 
anything for it except McKinley. Their 
assertions. that they are as good pro- 
tectionists as he amount only to claims 
that they are faithful followers, but the 
fact that they follow their leader well 
is scarcely a valid argument that they 
should therefore be placed above their 
leader. The reason there is such an 
absolute combine among the anti-Mc- 
Kinley eandidates is that for the first 
time in history they represent no princi- 

les and consequently differ as to none.

They can- 
not even oppose McKinley very 
strongly, because id is the exponent of

TIE SUPREME COURT. 


FOUR DECISIONS. 


Patrick Ryan Recovers Damages. 
Mrs. Thornton Wins Her Case. 


The judgment of the lower court giv- 
ing Patrick F. Ryan damages for per- 
sonal injuries incurred while in the 
employ of the Los Angeles Ice and Cold 
Storage Company, and denying the de- 
fendant’s motion for a new trial, was 
affirmed by the Supreme Court in a de- 
cision sent down yesterday. Ryan was 
employed by the company in the -ea- 


man, and was not familiar with ma- 
chinery, except as his general employ- 
ment gave him opportunities for ob- 
servation, A new still, or generator, 
nad been put into the works, and was 
first used on the day of the accident in 
question. A working pressure of steam 
had not been reached when it was dis- 
covered that the generator was leaking 
at the drum, in the center, and Ryan 
and another employé were ordered to 
tighten the bolts. Neither of the men 
were skilled in measuring the pressure 
of steam, and just as they had finished 
work the generator exploded, seriously 
injuring Ryan. 

The company appealed from the ver- 
dict given for the plaintiff on the 
ground that the accident occurred from 
an unforeseen and unaccountable cause. 
which could not be traced to any negli- 
gence of the defendant It appeared, 
however, that, although, a skilled en- 
gineer might have done the work with 
reasonable safety, it was dangerous for 
inexperienced men to do it, and the 
judgment holding the company liable is 
sustained. 

MRS. THORNTON WINS. 

In the ¢ase of the Savings Bank of 
Southern California vs. Isabella Thorn- 
ton, James C. Barr, et al., the judgment 
denying the plaintiff’s motion for a new 
trial is affirmed. James C. Barr and 
wife executed to the Savings Bank their 
promissory note for $1000 on January 
24, 1888, payable in two years from date, 
and secured by a mortgage. On Janu- 
ary 24, 1890, the note being mainly un- 
paid, Mrs. Thornton loaned Barr $432.60, 
receiving as security a deed absolute of 
the land previously mortgaged to the. 
savings bank. The instrument con- 
tained a clause to the effect that Mrs. 
Thornton assumed and agreed to pay 
the balance due upon the former note 
and mortgage. The Barrs have never 
repaid to her any part of :he sum bor- 
rowed, and the land is worth less than 
the sum due the bank. ‘This action 
was brought by the bank o foreclose 
its mortgage, and the question tor de- 
cision is whether Mrs. Thornton is per- 
sonally liable to the bank fur any de- 
ficiency which might remain after ap- 
plying upon its mortgage debt the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the incumbered 
land. 

Mrs. Thornton urges that she never 
assented to the clause in the deed which 
provided that she should decide the 
prior mortgage, and that it was in- 
serted without authority from her by 
the agent who had the matter in hand 
for her; that she did what she could to 
rescind the contract apparently created 
by the deed as soon as she learned of 
the existence of that clause; and that 
she received no consideration for the 
agreement. The court holds that the 
decision in her favor was rignt aud that 
the order denying a new. trial should 
be affirmed. 

NEW TRIAL ORDERED. 

The Supreme Court has reversed the 
judgment and ordered a new trial in 
the case of the Riverside Water Com- 
pany vs. R. H. Sargent et al., an action 
concerning the relative rights of the 
plaintiff and the Timber Ditch Water 
Company to the use of the water flow- 
ing in the Santa Ana fiver in San Ber- 
nardino county. The Riverside Water 
Company claims the ownership of all 
the water in the river at a point where 
the Timber Ditch Company, by means 
of a dam and ditch, diverted therefrom 
a large quantity of water. The Tim- 
ber Ditch Company denies that its rival 
owns the water, and asserts a superior 
ownership and right to divert the 
water. 

The court found that the plaintiff 
company is the owner of all the water 
in the river, except so much as the de- 
fendants are entitled to take and use 
during the irrigating season between 
April 15 and September 15, of each year, 
to the extent of the full capacity of 
the ditch, even though it may take all 
the water in the river. ; 

The Supreme Court decides that the 
findings and judgment must fix the ex- 
tent of the superior right; the quantity 
of water to be allowed to the party 
whose claim is paramount, otherwise 
the judgment fails to attain the cer- 
tainty necessary to an estoppel upon

Some interesting tests have been 
made in determining the value of pota- 
toes by the amount of starch they con- 
tain.

Questions in “Dairying. 


(Florida Farmer and Fruit Grower:) 
The utility of separation is well shown 
in the following extract from a little 
book lately pubished, entitled Dairy- 
ns for Profit, or the Poor Man's 


“I confess to a love of the old way— 
the rows of shining pans in the cool, 
quiet dairy; the rich look of the golden 
cream, and most decidedly, to the 
thick cream that will hardly pour out 
on my porridge or my strawberries, 
cream that can be got in no other way 
than by shallow setting; and I have 
made just as much and just as good 
butter from shallow getting, when tem- 
perature and everything else was ex- 
actly right. But that ‘when’ tells the 
whole story. It is simply impossible t 
control these surroundings, and they 
are not just right more than one-fourt’ 
of the time, and, therefore, we wisely 
take to the creamer, which does all this 
for us and gives us a:uniform product. 
Still better is the ceatrifugal machine 
or separator, as it Is called, which sepa-: 
rates the cream and inilk as soon as 
the milking is done, and more thor- 
oughly, all the year reund, than can be 
done in any other way. 

“This mode saves the washing ,of 
many tins and saves all the ice used 
for deep setting. The only disadvantage 
seems to be in the hand-labor of 
turning the machine, where no steam- 
power is used; but even this cannot out- 
weigh the many advantages of the 
separator. 

“When the cream is drawn off you 
are again at the mercy of the atmos- 
phere, and now you must keep your 
wits about you, for here is where much 
trouble creeps in. 

“Stir your can thoroughly down to 


fresh cream is added, and keep it as 
cool as you possibly ean (but on no 
aceount freeze it), until you have suffi- 
cient for a churning. 

Now you must raise it in summer to 
60 deg., in winter to 62 to 65, according 


to the temperature of the room you 
churn in. 


“Some people do this by putting the | 


can near the kitchen stove, and then 
the butter is ruined before it goes into 
the churn. The side next to the stove 
will be ever so much too hot, oily and 
greasy, While the other side is too cool, 
and the cream will absorb every odor 
of cooking and kitchen, to reappear in 
the butter and tell the tale of ignorance 
or carelessness, 

“There is but one way to temper 


cream properly, and that is in the hot- 
water bath. 


“Have a larger can than the cream N 


can, and have ready a long wooden pad- 
dle, a common thermometer and @ clean 
towel. Fill the larger can about. half 
full of hot water (but not boiling), then 
set in the cream can and instantly be- 
gin stirring constantly with the paddle, 
so none of the cream next the tin will 
get overheated. The water must rise 
as high as the cream does, so all will 
be equally heated. 

“Have a light wire attached to your 
thermometer and lower it to the middle 
of the cream can ‘occasionally. Hold it 
ere a few moments, then take out 
and wipe quickly, 80 as to clean the 
glass. 

“The moment the cream is of right 
temperature, lift. out the can; stir for 
ith a 
clean tawel and put where it will re- 
main at exactly the same temperature 
till fit to churn. 

“Of this fitness or ripeness much has 
been said or written, while the truth is 
that only experience can decide. Twen- 
ty-four hours has been fixed as the 
right time, but it is often more and of- 
ten less, Stir two or three times a day 
and watch closely, and you will hardly 
fail in hitting the right degree of sour- 
ness or ripeness. But before you put 
it into the churn, try it again with the 


thermometer to insure its being just 


right, for nothing is a greater source of 
vexation and trouble than churning at 
a wrong temperature. If the cream is 
too hot, the butter is spoiled; if too 
cold, you may churn in vain for hours 
and lose your temper and your time.“

The price of oll still remains firm at 
80 cents per barrel delivered.

main. At the same time he suggested 
that whilé members of the academy 
serve the government without compen- 
sation, it is proper that provision should 
be made for refunding their traveling 
and other absolutely necessary ex- 
penses, and for such fleld and other 
work as may be necessary to enable the 


ligently, and he suggested that a sum 
of money not exceeding $25,000 be placed 
at the disposal of the commission for 
the purpose of this investigation.

ment of horticultural conditions in 
China and Japan, and gave as an anti- 
dote the more intelligent culture of our 
land and the more scientific cultivation 
of our fruit and farm products. 7 
sisippi,” he said, through lack of 
proper fertilization had lost thousands 
of acres of land. This was once fertile 
cotton- producing soil, but through lack 
of fertilization, soil feeding, it was no 
better than pine barrens.” Dr. Hilgard 
made an earnest plea: for the experi- 
ment stations, the agricultural depart- 
ment of the State University, and a 
more scientific treatment of soils and 
their adaptability to the various fruits. 

J. S. Calkins read an interesting paper 
on The Olive in the Home,“ which was 
substantially the same as read before 
the institute at Colton and San Jacinto, 
and which was reported in The Times. 
In reply to questions asked Mr. Calkins 
Stated that the black scale had no 
greater affiinity for the olive than the 
orange or lemon. He advocated an- 
nual pruning, only such as could be 
done with knife and pruning shears. 
Very little fertiliger is needed for olive 
trees. It needs a soil rich in lime and 
potash. Hilly land is much better for 
olive culture. Experiments made would 
indicate that olives grown on high or 
hilly land. bear 25 per cent. of oil, while | 
‘those grown on damp, low land possess 
only 7 per cent. of oil. The trees take 
up but little water. Olives should be 
picked when red, rather than when 
green or when black. A discussion was 
had over varieties, but no decision was. 
reached as to which kind were best 
adapted to this section. There is such 
a thing as too large olives, and for oil 
the smaller varieties are preferable. 
The Mission requires the most heat of 
any olive grown. 
Mr. Cook made an earnest plea for 
farmers’ clubs, followed along the same 
line ot thought by J. P. Baumgartner 
of Riverside. Codperation, the speaker 
emphasized, was the great essential for 
the farmer, and the most practical 
method of codperation for the farmer is 
the horticultural club. The social side 
of these clubs was touched on, and it 
was shown that women as well as the 
men found the club helpful, 

After the reading of Mr. Baumgart- 
ner’s paper, it was voted that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to formu- 
late plans for a local farmers’ club.

SAN BERNARDINO, April 3.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.)

PREVENTION OF FROST FURTHER | 


DISCUSSED. 


— 


Barning of Wet Straw and Similar 
Material Favoered—Co-operation 
Necessary to Success—Benifits De- 
rived from the Fruit Exchanges. 


COLTON, April 3.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) After the close of the cor- 
respondence from the Farmers’ Insti- 
tute yesterday, the paper by W. H. 
Hammon of the United States Weather 
Bureau was read. Mr. Hammon treated 
the subject in much the same way as 
did Mr. Finkle. He favored the burn- 
ing of wet straw and similar material. 
He enlarged on the fact that. the con- 
densation of water from a vapor state 
gives forth as much heat as was re- 
quired to change it from liquid to vapor. 
A quart.of water, he said, in condensa- 
tion from vapor to liquid would raise 
the temperature ten degrees in a space 
eighty feet square and eighty feet deep. 
He quoted George A. Fleming of Ven- 
tura as having demonstrated the effect- 
iveness of driving off frost by creating 
vapor, in saving fruit on 400 acres of 


orchard, though adjoining orchards 
were badly injur ec. 

J. E. Cutter of Riverside spoke on the 
same subject. He said he thought co- 
operation was the requisite in fighting 
frost. The individual. can do nothing. 
He would not dictate how indiviluals 
should work, but every man should do 
something. He believed a wet and hard 
surface soil offered the best condition to 
radiate heat during thé night. To do 
this every man should irrigate his or- 
chard for twenty-four hours once each 
week during the period when frosts are 
able. He exhibited a specimen of peat 
which he had been experimenting with. 
He has found that a cubic foot of peat 
soaks up and retains for sixteen hours 
2.21 gaiions of water. He thought it 
would make an ideal smudge, and could 
be obtained very cheaply from Orange 
county. 
Wuünam Sterling of Redlands spoke 
of “San José Scale,” tracing its history 
from its discovery in San José, and out- 
lining the various methods of eradi- 
cating the pest. He urged the neces- 


sity of each fruit-grower familiarizing’ 


himself with the pests which prey upon 
his products. | 

Miss Margaret Suddoth, editor of the 
Union Signal of Chicago, read an able 
and interesting paper on “Home Read- 
ing.“ It was of such uncommon value 
that à resolution was passed asking 
that it be published. 5 

Although the above exhausted the 
programme of an uncommonly long ses- 
sion, J. .— Cutter of Riverside asked 
permission to read a volunteer paper on 
the subject, “One Hundred Days After 
the Frost.” After consent had been re- 
luctantly given, the paper was read. It 
proved to be only an attack on The 
Times for having published the facts 
regarding the frosts in Riverside, thus 
brought in under a title that would not 
awaken suspicion of the motive of the 
article until it was read. It denounced 
The Times, not only for publishing the 
truth, but for maintaining a corre- 
spondent in R erside who is persona 
non grata to the editor of the Press and 
his stool-pigeons. The correspondent 
took occasion to reply, saying that The 
Times stood ready to demonstrate the 
truth of its utterances in regard to the 
frosts, and presenting copies of the ar- 
ticles printed, defied Mr. Cutter to 


point to a falsehood.  By- refusal to do- 


so Mr. Cutter admitted their truth. 
Many Riverside people expressed re- 
gret to the correspondent that the pa- 
per had been read and repudiated Mr. 
Cutter’s right to speak for the citizens 
in general.

FRUIT-GROWERS’ EXCHANGE. 


T. H. Chamblin of Riverside spoke on 
his favorite subject, ‘“Fruit-Growers’ 
Exchange.” He said the vital interests 
of the State are involved in the subject 
now under discussion. He declared he 
was an optimist of the up-to-date va- 
riety. “This question involves every- 
thing that has been considered in this 
institute. This is to build up-homes 
and schools, and build irrigation sys- 
tems. We are told that a farmer should 
know everything about his farm, But 
nothing about the markets. Before the 
organization of the fruit exchanges. the 
farmers were losing their crops in the 
markets. There is a conflict now on 
for the very life of horticulture in Cali- 
-fornia. The days were, gentlemen, 
when orange crops were paid for with 
a single postage stamp. Yea, worse 
than that. Grower after grower has 
come to me and told me that they had 
sent hundreds of boxes of oranges to 
the market, and then had sent hundreds 
of dollars after them to pay the exe 
pense, all because of a lack of method 
in marketing the crops. You want to 
permeate the air and keep it perme- 
ated with the need of protection in the 

arkets. A dozen greedy men have 

heir hands upon the throat of horticul- 

ture in California. They tell us this is 
sentiment, and sentiment has no place 
in business. If it is good statesmanship 
to develop the desert for future homes, 
what shall we say of an organization 
which saves homes already established? 
That is what the orange-growers’ ex- 
change has done and is doing. We ap- 
proached this problem backed by a 
natural law, firm and inflexible, the law 
of codperation. 
not plant a tree top down; but nature 
says, ‘No; obey my laws.’ Codperation 
is the reverse of competition, which is 
not a natural law. Codperation never 
seeks to tear down another man. Com- 
petition says the least possible for the 
most possible. Cotperation is not to 
divide equally the product, but to ren- 
der to each in proportion to his pro- 
duction. Go East and you will find the 
manufacturer living in a brown-stone 
house and his employés living in hovels. 
That is a specimen of human selfish- 
ness. That is what the exchange sys- 
tem seeks ‘to do away with. History 
repeats itself because human nature 
repeats itself. We want to reach a 
higher condition. 

“The exchange has wrought a revo- 
lution. Instead of fruit being shipped 
out haphazard, it now goes out of Cal- 
fifornia to be sold. 

J haven't a word to say against the 
private packers. They built up the or-

The Broadway tunnel, which is to 
connect Bellevue avenue at Buena 
Vista street with Broadway at Tem- 
ple street, promises to become a reality, 
after the endless amount of discussion 


tion of the main tunnel shall be made 
in accordance with the lines and 
grade given by the City Engineer, and 


terial that may be encountered in pre- 
paring for the brick work and con- 
crete lining. No powder is to be used 
in the excavation of the side galleries 
or headings of the main tunnel, and 
powder is only to be used when, in-the 
opinion of the City Engineer or his in- 
spector, no damage could be caused 
to the roof of the tunnel, or to the 
work already completed. All spaces 
between the outside of the brick work 
and the sides, and top of the excava- 
tion, must be filled with broken rock, 
laid carefully by hand, in such a way 
as to permit the drainage of water, 
and at the same time transmit the 
pressure of the roof and sides of the 
tunnel to the brick work.

The specifications are very minute 
and exact in describing how the brick 
work of the tunnel is to be laid.

Thr 
mortar is to be made of Portland ce- 
ment and clean sand, the brick to_be 
laid flush in this mortar and thoroughly 
wet when laid. The bricks must be
